I talked with Mr Quinn of the Friends committee in San Fran- 
cisco. He is willing to write you that he was informed by a BES 
offical of the circulation of your statement by Hayes. If you 
do not already have such a letter foom Quinn byall means get it. 


Mitchell writes that he is suggesting you circulate your 
statement through the Sharecropper's Fund. My reaction is bhat 
you should hold off such a move at this time. For one thing it 
weakens the effect of the argument in your behalf if statements 
Or releases carry an eastern Gateline. The focus ought to be 
Berkely. 


Can you give me more details on Milton Plumb's lecture on 
embarrassing the Department of Labor - date, place and participants, 
etc. Imy be confronting him soon. The little punk needs clarifying.
